TO INDIAN WAR VETERANS. 


Congressman Garner calls our at­ 
tention to an act of Congress en­ 
titled : 
“ An Act granting relief to soldiers 
and sailors of the War with Spain, 
Philippine insurrection, and Chinese 
Boxer rebellion campaign; to widows, 
former widows, and dependent par­ 
ents of such soldiers an sailors; and 
to eel tain Army nurses; and to amend 
section 2 of an Act entitled ‘An Act 
to j.enxion the survivor* of Certain 
Indian War* from January I, 1859, 
to January, 1891, inclusive, and for 
other purposes,* approved March 4, 
1917.” 
Section 6 of this act reads as fol­ 
lows: 
Sec. 6. 
That the second section 
of the Act entitled “An act to pension 
the survivors of certain Indian wars 
from January I, 1859, to January, 
1891, inclusive, and for other pur­ 
poses,” approved March 4, 1917, be 
so amended to read as follows: 
“ Sec. 2. 
That the period of serv­ 
ice performed by beneficiaries under 
this Act shall he determined: 
First, 
by reports from the records of the 
War Department, where there are 
such records; second, by reports from 
the records of the* Treasury Depart­ 
ment showing payment by the United 
States, where there is no record of 
regular enlistment or muster into the 
United Mates military service; aaa 
third, when there is no record of 
service or payment for same in the 
War Department of the Treasury De­ 
partments. by satisfactory evidence 
from n M er rolls on file in the sev­ 
eral 
S t a t e or Territorial archives; 
fourth, where there is no muster roll 
or pay roll on file in the several 
State or Territorial archives showing 
service of the beneficiary or same has 
been destroyed by fire or otherwise 
lost, and no record of service has 
been made in the War Department 
or Treasury Department, the appli­ 
cant may make proof of service by 
furnishing evidence satisfactory to 
the Commissioiner of Pensions: Pro­ 
vided. That the want of a certificate! 
of discharge shall not deprive a n y ( 
applicant of the benefits of this Act.” ! 
This should be of interest to alii 
veterans of any of our Indian wars 
between the dates named in the act.
